It’s; not that the Red Cross needs Let- 
cher County but the fact that Letcher County 
needs the Red Cross that has brought about 
this latest re-activation move, which is being 
headed by an active Red Cross worker who 
has contacted many key persons throughout 
the county. 

The Red Cross worker, a lady from 
Alexandria, Va., was taken from her Red 
Cross disaster work, in which she specializes, 
to put Pike and Letcher County Red Cross 
Chapters back on their feet. 

In this county the lady from Virginia 
met a situation which showed a lack of in- 
terest on the part of citizens of the county 
in that the annual Red Cross drives during 
the past two years have failed to come up 
with anywhere near the amount of money 
needed to support achapter. In fact, Nation- 
al’ Headquarters had been forced to give 
funds to Letcher County in order that a 
chapter might survive. 

The last move to put an active chapter 
in operation here in the county was the 
combining of Whitesburg and Jenkins chap- 
ters into a Letcher County Chapter, but that 
move failed after only a few weeks of having 
a Jocal Red Cross worker alternate between 
Whitesburg and Jenkins during the week. 

Kick-off for this latest re-activation move 
will be a public meeting in the Letcher Cir- 
cuit Courtroom Monday night. All persons 
interested in the Red Cross are urged to be 
present and a large turnout is expected since 
many key persons throughout the county 
have been contacted. Officers for a chapter 
will be elected and a Red Cross Board will 
be named at the meeting. 

The Letcher County Chapter is starting 
all over again and we are starting all over 
again with the chapter, fighting as always for 
its success . . . knowing what the Red Cross 
means to a community or county.

It seems a shame that the rest of the 
country is enjoying a period of comparative 
prosperity while our section struggle along 
hoping for more work or better coal sales in 
the future. It would be nice if we had some- 
thing besides coal to depend upon for our 
livelihood.

These are the days of the split T, box T, and every other 
type of tricky football formation and sometimes it seems 
almost unfair to the poor football spectator who doesn’t 
know who has the ball until the carrier is tackled. 

Remember back a few years ago when the old power 
laden single wing was the berries and you could watch the 
bali everytime it was handled. Back then, a double reverse 
was the trickiest play in the manual and very few teams 
could execute that play. 


When the “T” first came into focus in Eastern Kentucky, 
we bankmuies at Van Lear decided to try this formation. 
So we iined our backs up behind the center in a straight line 
and a man in an airplane could probably see the resemblance 
lo the letter “1”. Lhen we would shift into the old single 
to the letter “T’. Then we would shift into the old single, 
wing to execute our plays. That was how much we knew 
about the “TI” formation. 


Every once in a great while we see a play from the old 
school work for a t, d. and it gives us a pleasant thrill... 
a thrill such as we got when Stuart Robinson’s Hal Adams 
took the pigskin from the outstretched hand of quarterback 
Roger Haynes and went all the way from the 15 yard line for 
the Eagles second touchdown of the season. 


That was undoubtedly the crudest executed statue of 
liberty this sports fan has ever seen but it worked—and 
worked so well that Elkhorn City’s defenses were caught 
with their pants down. On the play, quarterback Hiaynes 
held the bail straight behind him as if to pass, and he held 
the arm so stiff that it would have been an impossibility to 
throw a decent pass but the quarterback wasn’t worried 
about passing; he was worried aoout Hal, who seemed to 
take a long time getting around to where the ball was 
Waiting. but Hal made it and went around left ' end, 
which was unguarded and didn’t stop until he had hit pay- 
dirt. We got a bang out of that touchdown. 

It looks as if the Whitesburg Yellowjackets are one of 
those hot and cold running teams capable of beating almost 
any team in the conference when “on” and capable of being 
deteated by almost any team in the conference when having 
an off night. 

Pikeville beat the Yellowjackets by capitalizing on 
Whitesburg mistakes.

While in the 
college, he did special work, 
under the celebrated Dr. John 
A. Larabee, in Diseases of 
children, 

In 1898 he _ represented 
Floyd, Letcher and Knott 
Counties in the Kentucky 
Legislature during one of the 
most stormy sessions in the 
history of the state. At that 
session, the Goebel Election 
Law was passed. 

As an orator, even at this 
early age, he had but few 
peers; as a farmer his theories 
were far advanced and as a 
politician he was skillful and 
adept. Shortly after his lo 
cation on Rockhouse, now Col- 
son, his nameewas heralded 
throughout Letcher, Harlan, 
Perry and Pike Counties as 
one of the ablest medical men 
in the mountains of Kentuc- 
ky. His skill-as a physician, 
together with his high social 
attainment, placed him in the 
most enviable position as far 
as medicine was concerned in 
the mountains of Kentucky.

On Local Freshmen 


Each year, colleges through- 
out the state and nation send 
information (grades, progress 
etc.) to high schools from 
which freshmen in those col- 
leges graduated in order that 
the high school principals and 
faculty members might deter- 
mine how their graduated stu- 
dents fare in academic com- 
petition with graduate, of 
other high schools. 


Whitesburg’s Principal 
Millard Tolliver, who is con- 
tinuously proud of his stu 
dents,‘ has consented to give 
the information he has com- 
piled from reports on college 
freshmen who graduated from 
the Whitesburg High School 
in 1950. Here is the report, 
giving grades and the percent- 
age making those gradés in 
the group: 


A—17 percent, B—37 per 
cent, D—seven percent, and 
F—nine percent. “A”, of 
course, is the highest possible 
grade and “F” is the lowest. 

The report Mr. Tolliver re 
ceived on 1950’s freshmen, 
who graduated from high 
school in 1949 gave A — 23 
percent, B-25 percent, D—12 
percent, and F—two percent. 


According to those percent- 
age figures, Whitesburg High 
School graduates; of recent 
years are far above the normal 
grading curve employed in 
most colleges throughout the 
nation. On those normal 
curves, there are as many A’s 
as there are F’s, the same num- 
ber of B’s as D’s and a good 
majority of C’s, 


Percentages on last year’s 
freshmen give 54 percent A’s 
and B’s and only 16 percent 
D’s and F’s. The year before 
there were 48 percent A’s and 
B’s, 14 percent D’s and F's 
and 37 percent C’s. 


So it isn’t hard to see why 
Professor Tolliver and his 
faculty are proud of the 
Whitesburg High School grad- 
uates who are reflecting good 
educational backgrounds in 
their respective colleges.
